DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendments filed on 10/29/2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-2, 6-10, 12-14, 16-23, 38-48 and 51-55 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tobita et al (US 6282162) discloses an optical disc driving device 
which generates timing information based on servo information stored on the disc in 
order to recognize when the timing of a servo information area ends and a the pre-write 
information area begins but fails to disclose recording information during a timing 
window determined from the timing information generated from servo information as 
claimed in claim 16. Nagasaka et al (US 6224959) and Miyagawa et al (UD 61 18752) 
disclose different methods of arranging header information in each sector before the data 
area in the field of optical discs.
